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MISSISSIPPI EVANGELISTIC CAMPAIGN 
FINAL RETORT 

We make our Anal report on the Evangelistic 
Campaign in Mississippi on this page. Wonder¬ 
ful success has crowned our efforts. To God be 
all the glory. 

It will be seen from the summary of results 
that 1243 meetings were reported to this of¬ 
fice, showing professions of faith, 10,209; bap¬ 
tisms. 9.133; received by letter, 3,960; restored, 
,235; total additions to the churches, 13,328. 

There were more baptisms reported as a re¬ 
sult of the evangelistic meetings than have ever 
been reported In any previous year. These re¬ 
ports do not include a number of the larger 
churches that conduct their meetings In the 
spring and fall. 

The key word in all of our work in Missis¬ 
sippi Is evangelism. Let us never lose sight of 
the fact that soul-winning Is our supreme task. 

SUMMARY OF RESULTS 
MISSISSIPPI EVANGELISTIC CAMPAIGN 
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THE RETIRED MINISTER. 

There is nothing that troubles the average 
man more than the question as to what old age 
will bring to him. Now, the preacher Is an 
average man, and thinks of the declining years, 
and wonders how be will then be situated with 
regard to material things. It Is a matter mat 
makes thousands and thousands go with bowed 
heads and troubled faces. 

The Relief and Annuity Board was organized 
to relieve, as far as possible, the apprehensions 
of the minister with regard to that one thing. 
It's work Is two fold. It seeks to give aid and 
comfort, as far as possible, to men who have 
grown old In the ministry. Men who have re¬ 
tired from the pastorate, and who are In need. 
On account of the youngness of our work, and 
the financial limitations, we are compelled to 
look to the need of the individual applying for 
help. The Board Is not able to give help to 
every Baptist preacher who grows old ana re¬ 
tires from the active pastorate. Some do not 
need it, and do not ask for It, but where there 
is need the Board Is always ready and willing to 
do the best It can, and has never turned down a 
single needy case. As the work grows, the 
Board hopes and expects to do better for It's 
aged and worn-out ministers. We have now 
some six hundred beneficiaries on our list. 
What we do for this large group costs them 
nothing, of cours*. < 

We also have an Annuity Department In our 
work. Those who are to be benefited, by-and- 
by, by this department of the work, become 
members of the Annuity Fund For the prlvI-‘ 
lege of this fund, they pay an annual premium 
according to age. This premium is paid an¬ 
nually, semi-annually or quarterly. In this 
Fund we are doing things for the members, pro- 
vldlpg an old age annuity of five hundred dol¬ 
lars at 68, and a disability annuity of the same 
amount for those who become totally and per¬ 
manently disabled. This fund Is now paying 
$200.00. Three Baptist preachers, members of 
this Fund, have died within the past twelve 
months. Two of them were among our young¬ 
est members. Their widows are now drawing 
an annuity of $120.00 per year, each. Not¬ 
withstanding the fact that no more payments 
can be made on the membership of these de¬ 
ceased brethren, the annuity for their widows 
will grow until It reaches the widow's maximum 


of $300.00 per year. Two of the brethren died 
In a little while after becoming members of the 
Fund. All of them put together did not pay 
lo this Board as much as $75.00. I mention 
this to show you how the Annuity Fund Is be¬ 
ginning to operate. We believe that the Board 
has fallen upon a full and complete plan for 
the care of our Southern Baptist Ministry.

EDISON ON LABOR 

Thomas A. Edison, speaking to a group of 
friends who had come to pay their respects on 
his seventy-third birthday, said: 

"1 am not against the elgbt-hour day. or any 
other thing that protects labor from exploita¬ 
tion at the hands of ruthless employers, but It 
makes me sad to see young Americans shackle 
their abilities by blindly conforming with rules 
which force the industrious man to keep In step 
with the shirker. I have always felt that one 
of the principal reasons for American progress 
In the past has been that every man had a 
chance to become whatever he wanted to be. 
It used to be fashionable to be ambitious The 
employe planned to become an employer; the 
unskilled man sought to become skillful. A 
young man was not well thought of If he were 
not striving for a higher place In life. 

“Today I am wondering what wouiu nave 
happened to me by now If fifty years ago some 
fluent talker had converted me to the theory 
of the eight-hour day and convinced me that It 
was not fair to my fellow-workers to put forth 
my best efforts In my work. I am glad that the 
eight-hour day had not been invented when I 
was a young man. If my life had been mads 
up of eight-hour days. I do not believe I could 
have accomplished a great-4eal. This country 
would not amount to as much as It does If the 
young men fifty years ago had been afraid tnat 
they might earn more than they were paid. 
There ought to be some labor leader strong 
enough and wise enough to make trade unions 
a means of fitting their members for better lobe 
and greater responsibilities."—Ex.

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THE CONVENTION' AND THE CAMPAIGN 


BAPTIST LOVAI/TY AND THE GltEAT 
CAMPAIGN. 


(B. H. DeMeixt) 

, It requires both the spirit and practice of 
ldyalty to make a genuine Baptist. Loyalty to 
both doctrines and duties is demanded by the 
standard of our faith—the- Word of God. Our 
creed gives impulse and direction to our con¬ 
duct. The articles of our faith are expressions 
of what we hold within us as convictions, and 
before us as ideals. What we do Is the fruit of 
what we believe. The statement of our belief 
Is the sign-board pointing to our destination: 
the practice of »ur belief is fo’lowing the sign¬ 
board to the Journey's end. A “stand patter" 
in theology should be a sure stepper in life 
Our religion is not stationary, but progressive. 
“Come and see; go ami tell” is the practical 
summary of Christian experience and ethics. 

Never was it more imperative than in these 
strenuous and tragic days for Baptists to dem¬ 
onstrate their loyalty to the Word of God, to 
their vision of duty, and to their pledges for 
denominational support. The great Campaign 
is an epoch In Southern Baptist history. Even 
more, its influence gives a vital touch to all 
Christian people, and is being felt In 'the re¬ 
motest corners of the home-land, and unto the 
uttermost parts of the earth. 

C'ear vision and deep conviction launched 
the Campaign, and loyal hearts and generous 
hands must carry It to final victory. To falter 
now is to fail. To rest on our oars is to sink 
into shame. 

A magnificent leadership and an enthusias¬ 
tic following gave us the Initial victory, which 
thrilled the hearts of our people from the great 
church in the city to "the little brown church 
in the dale." Our hopes ran high, and so did 
our pledges. Our plans for the enlargement 
of our work at home and abroad were wisely 
based upon faith in the b essings of God and in 
the loyalty of our Baptist people. 

The Campaign was a single battle in a five- 
year war. V\ e won in the first engagement, 
but our cause is made secure onlj[ by eternal 
vigilance and unswerving faithfulness. To 
pledge and not to pay is to raise high our de¬ 
nominational hopes, and then to dash them into 
utter ruin. Out; leaders, called of God and by 
our noble brotherhood, have a right to expect 
Baptists to be loyal to their vows. The world 
in spiritual darkness cries a’oud for a faithful 
discharge of our obligations. 

If we would b e true to God. to our duties, to 
our mission, to our history, to our opportuni¬ 
ties. to our obligations, to our possibilities, to 
our own souls and to the ^ouls of men wander¬ 
ing in ignorance and lost !in sin. we must pay 
our pledges in full and without delay. 

Our plans perpetuate the three fold work of 
Jesus, preaching, or evangelization, teaching, 
or education, and healing, or philanthropy. 

Ail our work is in a Icritica! condition, and , 
demands prompt and generous response, or we 
shall suffer irreparable loss. The cal! of the , 
hour, which is the call of God. requires not , 
only the fulfillment of past promises, but In ] 
cases of increased prosperity, an enlargement i 
of the original pledge, and where no pledge ( 
was made, a wll'ing and sacriflcal offering.

, palgn, will want to pay three tenths. All this 

r cash should be in the hands of the state mission 

treasurers before the meeting of the state con- 
i ventions. This will not be done unless leaders 
I lead; and they will have to lead heroically. The 
- new members shou'd be seen and pledges and 
cash secured; and large offerings should be se¬ 
cured from those who last year did not^ake 
pledges As our soldier boys would say, we 
must "mop up well,” that is clean the field, 
leave nothing undone which should be done to 
round up for the campaign. 

And we ought not only to carry money to 
the conventions; we ought to carry people. One 
of the marked characteristics of wise leader¬ 
ship Is the ability to carry your people Into the 
life of the denomination. And this means to the 
conventions and associations, dvery pastor 
should organize for carrying a large delegation 
to his state convention, it will be a blessing 
to the pastor, a blessing to the church, a bless¬ 
ing to the messengers who go, a tremendous 
blessing to the convention, and hence to the 
whole denominational life, for every member 
possible to go to the conventions. Surely our 
leaders will carry their people with them in 
great numbers to the conventions and surely our 
leadership at the conventions will make the pro¬ 
grams looking to large inspirational and Infor¬ 
mational services. Our conventions ought not 
to go off on the cut and dried method. All the 
stilts and stiffness should be taken out of our 
conventional programs. There should be a large 
room for prayer and inspirational addresses. It 
ought to be in the heart of every convention 
for some outstanding men to preach a great, 
glorious, triumphant sermon to spt everything 
afire and stir the souls of the peqple. Our pro¬ 
grams will be better carried out by our people 
if our conventions have hours of transfiguration 
dnd vision when the mighty tides from the heav¬ 
enly hills come In to sweep their souls up and 
out into the heavenly places. Our people are a 
great deal easier enlisted when their souls are 
set on tire. Programs are good; organization, 
complete, systematic, worked out In detail, is 
very fine. But when the programs and the or¬ 
ganization are led and backed and put over by 
the people whose hearts are aflame and whose 
facee are aglow with the light and life supernal, 
when abounding and sustained enthusiasm 
nerve their hearts and propel their activities, 
the kingdom goes by leaps and bounds. 

With whatever influence I may have with 
any Baptist, with it all I call on him and them 
to do his and their best in paying and collect¬ 
ing the full amount of the pledgee and rally¬ 
ing his people and carrying them to the con¬ 
ventions in great numbers and seeing to It that 
the conventions go off on the high tides. A vic¬ 
tory In cash, a victory in enlarged program, a 
victory of vision and transfiguration, a victory 
in holy sustained enthusiasm, a victory in great 
denominational spirit, these are what Southern 
Baptists need now. Let us do It in the name of 
Him who ru’es and Is to consummate our re¬ 
demption.

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Wc *iv© below a tabulation by counties and churches, showing how the churches stand on the 75 Million Campaign for the first half of 
the second year of the campaign, covering the period from May 1st to October 31, 1920. 

This tabulation does not take into account any balances due for the first year ending April 30th. nor any a nounts overpaid by the 
churches for the first year of the campaign. The payments and balances due as shown by this tabulation are for the six months ending 
October 31. 1920. We will handle each year of the Campaign separately on our books. Our second annual report on April 30. 1921, will 
show only what the churches have paid for the second year of thecampaign. 

In the tabulation the first column of figures represents the total five-year pledge of the church. The second column represents the 
amount payable for the six months period, which is one-tenth of the total pledge of the church. The third column represents the amount re¬ 
ceived in this office for credit of the church for the six months ending October 31st. The fourth column represents the balance due by the 
church for the six months ending October 31st- The fifth column represents amount overpaid for the six months period. 

It will be seen from the summary given below that the total subscription of all the churches In the State on November 1, 1920 was 
■I4.2H9.489.0R. One-tenth of this amount is due to be paid every six months. Therefore, we should have collected for the six months ending 
October 31st, $421,948.58. We did collect $139,755.67, leaving a balance due for the six months ending October 31st of $297,211.7$. In 
other words we have collected for the six months a little less than one-third as much as we should have collected. 

The fact that so many churches are behind with their payments is the best possible argument for weekly or monthly payments on the 
75 Million fund. A church or individual that is paying to this fund systematically will be saved from embarrassment in the end. If your 
church has not been giving to this fund weekly or monthly during this year be sure to begin this method as aoon as possible. 

If there is a mistake in the account of your church please take the matter up with us at once and have it corrected. There will very 

likely be ty|*>graphical errors in this publication because the printers have been very much rushed in getting the Job ready. 

We desire the fullest co-operation of the churches in our effort to handle the 75 Million fund to the best advantage. All difficulties and 
complications that arise In the handling of this fund can be adjusted if we will be patient and pull together. We appreciate very much the 
fine spirit manifested by the pastors and churches since the campaign was launched.

istry and our denomination let the 
Commission proceed to do what 
Brother Moore strongly Intimates In 
his letter; namely, take our weapons 
from us. 

From what source must all of our 
standard colleges obtain their sup¬ 
ply of college men? Only from the 
high schools maintaining eleven 
grades. There were graduated from 
all of the affiliated schools of Mis¬ 
sissippi last year 999 boys. From 
all others affiliated and not affiliat¬ 
ed estimated 350, making a total of 
1,349 boys. Sixty per cent of all 
these graduates entered college. We 
got 164, Mlllsaps 114, the State Uni¬ 
versity 133. The others entered 
professional or technical schools 
like the A. & M. College, and a few 
entered Junior colleges. Some left 
the state. 

Are we getting our share? It ap¬ 
pears so. Does It occur to you that 
If all the boys coming from Chrls- 
tlon homes or who are members of 
our Protestant denominations 
should enter their respective church 
schools that our great state Institu¬ 
tions would practically be abandon¬ 
ed? 

Why are there not more boys In 
all of our schools? The fault lies In 
the fact that the high schools do not 
turn out a sufficiently large number 
and If they did turn out many more 
tahn they are at this time our 
schools would all beparalyzed be¬ 
cause of congestion. 

Are our pastors Indifferent and 
lukewarm? No, for on the whole 
they are loyal and true. Could they 
do more? Certainly, and most of 
them are willing. 

Is the president of the college, to¬ 
gether with his colleagues, loafing 
on the job as suggested as a possi¬ 
bility? They are not? The presi¬ 
dent of the college has not had a 
vacation of one week's duration In 
ten years. Every member of this 
faculty is employed by the trustees 
to devote two of his three summer 
months, traveling or working for

PROHIBITION. 

On January 16th, 1920 we reach¬ 
ed our "Ultimatum”—Constitution¬ 
al Prohibition. It has been unani¬ 
mously constitutional by the courts. 
The federal government will be able 
to reduce the Illicit distilling of 
"White Lightning.” Public senti¬ 
ment is constantly growing stronger 
for prohibition; the majority of of¬ 
ficials who were at least cold to pro¬ 
hibition. if not ouly. opposed to it, 
are now not only hostile, or indif¬ 
ferent but warm’y enthusiastic. A 
country that put over a measure like 
national prohibition ought to receive 
the moral support of all law abiding 
citizens. 

Prohibition has not caused unem¬ 
ployment even among employees of 
breweries and they are quite satis¬ 
fied. Arrests have teen cut down 
not only for minor but also for the 


more serious crimes, from 23 to 75 
per cent;; alcoholic wards in the 
hospitals are being closed for lark of 
patients; jails are being turned In¬ 
to boarding houses. The Keely In¬ 
stitution at Dwight. III., has so'd out 
to the War Department. The sale 
of candy has increased with won¬ 
derful strides; more people own 
homes than ever before. Education 
is on a boom. More people are ac¬ 
cepting Christ as their personal Sav¬ 
ior. The fate of prohibition in Am¬ 
erica rests upon the evangelical 
Christians of America; they must 
cast their votes this year for “Dry 
Congressmen." The wets have de¬ 
clared their detemination to elect a 
wet congress. They have unlimited 
funds to draw upon, and should they 
succeed they will change the Vol¬ 
stead Act. and they claim that beer 
and wine will again de'uge the coun¬ 
try. If they succeed crime, misery 
and drunkeness will again flourish

A GREAT HAITIST INSTITUTION 


New light on the question, "What 
makes a girl go wrong?" is found In 
a recent study made of 587 delin¬ 
quent women in reformatories and 
other state institutions of New York 
by the Bureau of Social Hygiene of 
New York City. The data coPected 
for this study, which Is soon to ap¬ 
pear in book form under the title 
"Women Delinquents In New York 
State.” were not based on the stories 
told by the women themselves, say 
the editors, but all the information 
used has been verified through many 
sources. 

. erhaps the most significant dis¬ 
covery bearing on the question. 
"Why do g rls go wrong?" revealed 
by this study is the fact that only 
2 per cent of the 587 delinquent wo¬ 
men had what could be called good 
parental supervision or home (rain¬ 
ing whl'e they were growing up. 
On y 0.2 per cent of them had any 
in'ormatlon regarding sex from 
their parent. "Bad heredity" was 
ascribed to 49 per cent. 

A study of their home conditions 
revealed that few of them came from
